JUST FOB FUN 

A OIrl Throws Arsenic la the Coffee Pot— 

Two TIctIms Dead and a Third Befond 

Recovery. 

Mary Metxdorl has confessed to bav* 
ing poisoned Miss Louise Broadwators, 
her little brother James and her moth- 
er, Catherine, at Baltimore. Bbe said 
she put arcsenio in the colTee pot with 
that intention, but did it “just for fun.” 
Though not quite 17 years olA she bears 
herself like a hardened criminal. Miss 
Broadwaters died almost immediately 
after drinking of the colTee, and James, 
her six-year-old brother, expired shortly 
after. Mrs. Metsdorf, the third vic- 
tim, is still in a critical condition. She 
was slightly improved Saturday, but the 
death of the boy caused a relapse. Tho 
coroner’s Jury came to the conclusion 
that the girl was guilty, though, accord- 
ing to Maryland law, her confession can 
not bo accepted as evidence, tho Court 
of Appeals having recently decided that 
a confession to a i>olioe officer by a pris- 
oner while confined is presumably ob- 
tained by other than fair means, and is 
therefore not valiA Aside from this, 
however, the evidence against her is 
conclusive, aad conviction almost cer- 
tain.

Thomas F. Williams, of Atchison 
County, Kas., has just received notice 
from asbington that a treasury draft, 
payable to his order, for 58A,503 
will be forwarded to him in a few days, 
the same being in accordance with a 
private bill recently passed by Congress 
In his behalL Williams was a second 
Lieutenant in a Kansas cavalry reg - 
ment and wa.s wounded at the battle of 
Wilson’s Creek. Being no longer fit for 
duty he was, in 186.’!, discharged from 
service, but by some oversight he was 
not mustered out and that formality did 
not take place until about a year ago. 
lie applied for back pay for the time be- 
tween tho date of bis last pay and tho 
date he was niasiered ouL nearly thirty 
years, and there being no law to cover 
his case, a special act was passed in bis 
behalf. The story soems incredible; 
but AVilliams is a reputable man, and 
good citizens who know him vouch for 
bis integrity. Williams is already on 
tbo pension roll, at 9~i a month, on ac- 
count of bis wound.

Sam Knight, the driver of a mail 
wagon, was arrested at Memphis, Sun- 
day morning for robbing the United 
States mails. Knight has been in the 
employ of Contractor Wilson, of the 
mail service, for five months, his duty 
being to drive to the trains that ar- 
rived during tho night and convey tbo 
mail to tho post-office. Since he took 
charge various packages of value that 
had been entrusted to the mail be- 
gan to miss their destination, and 
an investigation showed tho blame to be 
located in Memphis. Inspector F. D. 
Fell, of tho Postal Service, with the a.s- 
Bistance of Fostmastor Patterson, began 
working on tho case lost week, and, 
after a thorough investigation, settled 
tho crime of stealing from the mails on 
Sam Knight, and bo was accordingly ar- 
rested. A search of his residence dis- 
closed various articles of merchandise 
that bad been missing from the mails 
hid In a closet, the evidence against 
him thus being complete.

The First Rxecatlon by Klectrlclty TTas 
Not a SaeceM—Kemmler Was Itarned to 
Death. 

Tlio trial of a new means for taking 
human life at Auburn, is. Y., Wednes- 
day morning, while prompted by hu- 
mane motives, has resulted in a sicken- 
ening spectacle presented by a pinioned 
wretch at whose vital center was kept 
pounding for some moments an alterna- 
ting current of electricity which, though 
it ultimately destroyed his life, subject- 
ed the criminal to a torture of which no 
living being has knowledge, and which 
none can describe. Imperfect registry 
of tho current's pressure or 
faulty rontact of the elec- 
trodes prevented instantaneous death. 
The layman may gain some conception of 
the process of this killing when the 
statement is made that a person whose 
body should lio shaken into fragments 
could not baie suffered such pain as 
did Wm. Kcmmlcr, whose nervo cells 
and tissues were disintegrated not in a 
flash, as designed, but by the relatively 
slow strokes of the electric hammers up- 
on them. Whether the blood yet retains 
Us normal conslsU-ncy or whether It Is 
partially or wholly fluidized hy divorce 
of oxygen from the blood corpu.sclos can 
only be determined by tho autopsy 
which was about to i>e commenced. 
Kemmler’s nerve was something won- 
derfuL He never fallereil. He directed 
tho adjustment of hinascir in tho chair 
and counseled tbo warden to modera- 
tion, to secure perfect safety. Tbc shock 
was given at drl-Ui and was continued 
about eighteen seconds. Two minutes 
after tbo current was cut off there was 
evidence of respiration. As soon as possi- 
ble the current was returned, then cutoff, 
again and again respiration was evident 
after a few minutes. Saliva came from 
the mouth, the chest beavcd.'tbero was a 
wboezing in tho throat Tho shock was 
again put to tbc prisoner, who, the doc- 
tors remarked, was unconscious from 
the moment of the first shock. After a 
short time smoke appeared at the back. 
The fl’esh was burning. The spectacle 
was most trying. The man, the 
doctors s.iid, suffered no pain, however. 
Tlio warden says the voltage at first 
shock Was at 1,800 voltz, which run down 
to a point not named. After the third 
contact of four minutes tho man was de- 
clared dead. The warden’s certificate of 
death was signed hy all present and tho 
party broke up at T::U) to meet at 8: IS, 
when tho liody would be ready for tho 
autopsy. When tho mask was taken off 
Kemmlcr’s face, his eyes were found 
half open and his expression, while not 
normal or placid, was not horrifying to 
sec.

ftlx Cat* WhieH Weigh Three Hundred 
nnd Ten Foand*— A Itoj** Itnttle With 
rike Fish. 

Al Lonmis, a fisherman of Parkers- 
burg, W. Va., came up with tho biggest 
cargo of catfish seen there for many 
years. Six of them weighed 810 pounds. 
Tho largesL a monster of over six feet 
in length, weighed over eighty 
pounds. They were of tho mud-cat va- 
riety. The biggest pike fish caught this 
season was killed by a l>oy 13 or 14 years 
old a few days ago near Walker. The 
l)oy was chopping wood on the hank 
of Stillwell creek, a tributary of tho 
Little Kanawha, near a low swale along 
its banks. The rain had swollen the creek 
until it overflowed tho banks and filled 
the swale. Two immense pike fish had 
occupied tho swalo during the overflow 
and were caught as the water fell. Tho 
hoy heard them in their endeavor to 
get out through a narrow and shallow 
spoL and ran down with an axe. A 
fight followed, in which the lad came 
off victorious, killing both the fish with 
his axe. Tho largest one weighed 
thirty-six pounds and the other thirty- 
four pounds. They wore monsters and 
the largest seen this season.

Who Doesn't n«II«ve la Electrocatloa, for 
Reasons He States. 

Mr. Prcece, chief electrician of the 
London post-office, in an Interview, re- 
called bis denunciation of electricity as 
a means of execution before the British 
Association in 1889, his oxperienco 
proving the difficulty and uncertainty 
of killing even a rabbit with the most 
powerful induction coil ever made. Ask- 
ed whether the most powerful I.,eyden 
battery would ho effective to kill, he 
said he did not think it would. The 
American plan was as good as any that 
could bo desired, the alternating current 
system insuring a largo quantity of elec- 
tricity, together with great intensity. 
The great difficulty lay in tbo absence 
of accurate knowledge as to what 
amount of electricity would be certain 
to produce death without torture. From 
a scientific point of view, the Kcmmlcr 
execution was a failure. Beyond doubt 
be auffored intense torture.

Withstood a Two Thoasand Volt Shock. 

William Ross, an employe of the 
United States Electric Light Company, 
at Washington, D. C, while changing 
carbons in one of the city electric lights 
Friday nighL received a shock of two 
thousand volts. Ho was rendered in- 
sensible, but soon recovered, although 
the flesh of tho right hand, whore tho 
current entered, and on bis left hand, 
where it passed off, was badly burned. 
Ho said that for four or five seconds be- 
fore he became insensible ho suffered 
great pain. 

Original Fackags BUI Signed. 

Tho President has signed tho original 
package hill, subjecting all liquors im- 
ported into any State to tho laws of that 
State, whether prohibition, local option, 
tax or license. Thus is sealed tho doom 
of the old wild-cat saloons that sprang 
up in many localities after the recent 
Supreme Court decision, in many cases 
doing business in competition with sa- 
loons that had paid heavy taxor liconso. 

Wholesala Poisoning. 

At Baltimore Mary Mitzdorff, a six- 
teen-year-old girl, was arrested on the 
charge of poisoning her stop-mother, 
Mrs. Kate Mitzdorff, Miss Louisa Broad- 
water and her brother, James Mitzdorff. 
Arsenic was used in coffee, and Miss 
Broadwater is dead. James MitzdoriT is 
not expected to recover. Mrs. Mitzdorff 
is out of danger. 

Deadly Epidemic of Dyeentery. 

It has been a.scertained at Clinton, la., 
that tho disease reported at Preston, la., 
as cholera is, in reality, a malignant 
form of dysentery. About eighteen 
deaths have occurred in the past twenty 
odd days. Direct communication- with 
Preston is cut off, and people are reti- 
cent, but the epidemic is understood to 
be abating. •

Be it known that the undersigned, and 
their successors and ass-x:iatcs do, by these 
presents, form a corporation under tlie 
provisions of ch.niler 56, General Statutes 
of Kentucky, and for tliat purpose adopt 
the following Articles of Incorporation: 

First. The name of the corporation 
shall be — Tlie Richmond Ice Co. The 
principal place of transacting business shall 
be Richmond, Madison Co., Kentucky, 
but the corjioration may have other offices 
for the transaction of business as its by- 
laws may provide. 

Second. The general nature of the 
business proposed to be transacted is the 
purchase, erection and leasing of ice man- 
ufactories, the manufacture of ice, and the 
purchase and sale thereof, as owner, agent 
or merchant, also the erection and opera- 
tion of cold storage and general storage I 
ware-rooms, also the purch.Tse and lease 
of lands for same uses. 

Third. The amount of capital stock au- 
thorized is thirty thousand dollars, which 
shall be paid in installments as called for 
by the Directors. The stock shall be di- 
vided into shares of one hundred dollars 
each. Certificates of capital stock shall 
be issued and signed by the President or 
Vice President acting as President and at- 
tested by the Secretary or Treasurer un- 
.der the corporate seal. 

Fourth. The corporation shall have a 
seal with its name and such other words 
and devices thereon as the President may' 
detennine, which seal shall be in the cus- 
tcxly of such officer and shall be affixed to 
such papers and documents as the by-laws 
may prescribe. 

Fifth. The affairs of the corporation 
shall be conducted by a President, Vice- 
President and Board of Directors — all of 
whom shall be stockholders. At their 
first meeting the stock-holders shall elect 
five Directors, who shall serve until the 
second Tuesday in April iS<;i. or until 
their successors arc elected. Their regu- 
lar annual el-xrtion of Directors shall 
take place on the second Tuesday in 
April 1S91, and yearly thereafter at such 
place as may be fixed by the by-laws. 

At their first meeting the DiR.-ctors 
shall designate one of their niinib«.r to 
ack as President and one to act as Vice- 
President, and may elect a Secretary and 
Treasurer, or other officers necessary for 
tlic conduct of business. The duties of the 
several officers shall be pn»cribed by the 
by-laws. 

Sixth. In the election of Directors each 
st(x:khoIder shall be entitled to cast one 
vote for every share of stock owned by 
him, and no person shall be deemed elect- 
ed until he has received a number of votes 
representing a majority of all the shxk. 
Any vote may be cast by the stix:khoIder, 
in jierson, or by proxy expressed in writ- 
ing. 

Seventh. The highest amount of liabili- 
ty or indebtedness to which the corpora- 
tion shall be subjected at any one ti'ne 
shall not exceed two- thirds of its capital 
stock. 

Eighth. The private projierty of the 
stockholders shall be exempt from liabili- 
ty for the corporate debts. 

Ninth, The Directors may enact such 
by-laws as they may deem necessary, and 
may alter, amend, and repeal the same at 
pleasure, subject to the limitations here- 
inafter expressed. They shall enact by- 
laws prescribing how the corporation 
may purchase or acquire real esute, and 
how the same may be sold, or otherwise 
disjiofed of, and they shall also enact by- 
laws, prescribing the general duties of the 
several officers, and providing for the 
management and conduct of the business 
of the corpoi alien. The President may 
however at any lime call a meeting of the

like manner in which they were adojHed.

Tenth. The corporation shall be jxis- 
sesscxl of all powers and privileges con- 
ferred ujxm like corporations by General 
Statutes, and all privileges and powers 
usual or incident to the business herein 
contemplated. 

Eleventh. The corjxiration shall com- 
mence business on July 19th, 1S90, and 
continue foi twenty-five year* theieafter.

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OUTLOOK FOR SHEEP. • 

BeM«r IToipMU la 81^t for Thoaa £■• 
farod tn Sheop Uaibandry. 

The cheep men of the United State* 
are expecting lietter things for the in> 
dustry than for a number of years. 
They a'e not expecting this on “blind 
luck." They propose to work and cam 
it. Sii.ee the diversifying of sheep 
husbandry into divisions has begun, 
each of itself being a distinct partof the 
whole, the wool grower feels he Is not 
contenling with the whole world and 
every sbeep owner in the United 
States. The mutton raisers feel their 
own independence so well established 
that while in no sense disregarding the 
value of fleeces, they feel that their 
prosperity does not entirely depend on 
the w<«l product, though it is a help to 
them. The mutton lamb raisers are tbo 
most iielf-reliant and l>est able to take 
care of themselves. The sbeep feeders 
have bad a very satisfactory period of 
prospt ritv, and in view of the marvelous 
demand for fat sheep and the indica- 
tions for the future, they will make 
groau-r ciTorts than heretofore to fur- 
nish the market with better finished 
sheep. 

Tht farmers are taking kindly to 
sheep again as a special business for one 
or other of the purposes for which thor- 
oughbred stock are bred, for feeding 
shceps for mutton lambs, for finishing 
sheepi that can be liought as “stockers.'* 
Tlics-} different branches of the busi- 
ness offer splendid inducements and op>- 
pjortunities for keeping small flocks on 
every farm. The farmers of the rich 
grair -growing regions had abandoned 
sheep very pfeneraliy on account of the 
low pirices of wooL With the present 
prices for meat it is found that mutton 
can oe made cheap>er than any other 
meat, and as a factor of fertility on the 
farm the sheep has the preference over 
all other domestic animals. 

Ucsides this, it is a fact that sheep be- 
long to our civilization and pieoplc have 
an inherent love for them, as an animal 
so icipwrtant and invaluable to human 
wanw and comforts. There must, how- 
ever, be something more than senti- 
ment to Insure the keeping of sbecp>, 
and when the flesh and fleece are profit- 
able products, they will find a place on 
every acre of land they can subsist upjon. 
Whi>n this shall be the case, instead of 
a rivalry between the ranch and the 
fam. between the grain fields and the 
pjastures, there will be a mutual depren- 
den?« and harmony, insuring p>roep>er- 
ity to all. — Bural New Yorker.

SCOURGE OF THE HERD.

Foot-rot, or fouls, which so frequently 
Attacks cattle, has both a contagious 
and non-contagious 
} ' phase. The latter 

condition results 
: t ; from injury to the 

1 foot, from too much 

/ •1,-°' - travel, from wounds 

made by glass, nails, 
etc., or by Ingrow- 
korn. It also 

^ results when the 

foot ceases to be worn away sufficiently 
because softened by long contact with 
soft, wot ground or when the animals 
are kepi on very dry land. The disease 
is sometimes induced by the retention 
of gravel, manure or other filth be- 
tween the claws. The sympitoms are 
lameness, fever in the affected loot and 
later formation of matter, if no aid is 
given to the a!llicU*d animal. In conta- 
gious fouls the disease begins at the 
coronet, while In the non-contagious 
form It starts wherever the injury is in- 
dicted. In the c.mtagious form there 
Is no evidence that the fool has been in- 
jured. In tubercular foot-rot the Imncs 
of the foot are first attacked, the out- 
side of the foot remaining healthy for a 
long time. Tliere will frequently be 
•vidence of tub -rcules in other piarts of 
the body also. 

Foot-rot should not be confounded 
with laminitis founders or foot and 
mouth disease. In the last disease 
visicles appwar on the coronet and in the 
month, those in the mouth causing the 
animal to drool and manifest other 
siprns of discomfort. Treatment varies 
with the form of dls!-aso and with its 
various stages. Kxcept in new cases 
and of the non-contagious form of the 
trouble, time and money will be saved 
by calling a veterinary surgeon. The 
first work to be done is the removal 
of any foreign boily imbedded in the 
loot or imprisoned between the claws. 
Ingrowing born should be cut away and 
the animals kept in a dry place to pre- 
vent its recurrence. Ixiose pieces of horn 
should be removed and matter (pus) 
found buri(<d under tne born should be 
let out and the wound dressed with 
Goulard's extract one ounce, in water 
three ounces, and the foot well band- 
aged. 

A useful manner of bandaging is shown 
In the aceoiDpianyine engraving. Care 
bhoaid be taken to have the cloth closely 
cover the space between the claws so 
that no more tilth can w ork into the sore. 
Every case should be cleansed at least 
once a day with a .solution of corrosive 
eulilimate ten grains, in water one pint. 
Cattle should not be compielled to stand 
ou swampiy piasturcs nor on manure. If 
cither the contagious or tubercular 
form of the disease be suspjoeted, the 
animal should be isolated and tbc au- 
thorilit's notified. To pvoullice tbo 
wound and get it thoroughly opien is an- 
other good way. It should then bo 
cauterizesi n<-ll to tbc bottom with a 
piece of solid nitrate of silver. A dross- 
lug to bo applied twice a day is sulphate 
uf ooppsT aud alum, of each one ounce, 
water uuc quart and sulphuric acid six 
drachms. The copper and alum should 
be dbisolvod in water, which should first 
be made hot and the acid added. Tow- 
er lint may lie used under tbo bandage 
next the sore. — Farm and Home.
